The Sultan's Wives. Tho following af
fair, which has lately occurred at Constanti
nople, has created great sensation there : .

' A young Austrian, a gold beater by trade
was, riding out a few Sundays ago, when ho
chanced to meet tho Sultan s wives escorted
by a number cf eunuchs. The young Aus-

trian, having cast a glance of a somewhat in-

quisitive character into the carriage which the
lair ladies occupied, was dragged from his
horse by the eunuchs, and handled with such
severity that he was carried homo half dead,
and still lives suffering from tho effects of his
wounds.

The
Sultan then sent his phvsic'an to express his
sorrow to the wounded man, with the assu
rance that the whole of his expenses should
bo defrayed from his own privy purse, and
that his wife and family would bo cared for
infutur in the event of his being incapacia- -

ted by his wounds ,lroin following his former
pursuits. . :

Source of the Mississippi. Tho right
of Henry L. Schoolcraft, to tho honor of hav-
ing first traced the Mississippi to its source, js
about to be contested by tho Minesota His
torical Society who, as wo learn from the. St.
Paul Pioneer, contend that Jean N. Nicol-let- t,

first traced the Mississippi to its source,
although his exploration was not attempted
until after Schoolcraft's discovery had been
published to the world. Tho St. Paul Pio-
neer says: '

" Schoolcraft fixed tho head of the Missis-

sippi :at Itasea: Lake, and reported that tho
Lake was fed by pure

springs gushing from

the hills around it. Two years after School-
craft visited t'.io lake, the patient unwearying
Nicollett traced the river to the lake, sur-
veyed it, found several stieams emptying into
it, and followed them to their origin. One
of these the principal one is now conten-
ded as tho Mississippi river, and as Nicollett
traced it to its origin, he, of course, is enti-
tled to tjio honor of being the first white
man who thoroughly explored the Mississippi
liver.

"Whether Dr. Foster is correct in his as-

sertions, which we give above, can be ascer-
tained without any great, difficulty. Nicol-
lett has happily left on record, many manu
scripts and printed documents relating to
his explorations in tho North West: and Mr.
Schoolcraft is reported as very jealous of his
rej uation as a discoverer, and explorer.
